thereby  accrue  to  mankind  in  general,  more  par¬

either  to  join  the  common  herd  of  advertifers,  or 
renounce  the  advantages  both  the  public  and  him- 
felf  have  the  jufteft  reafoos  to  exped  from  their 
being  made  generally  known. 

It  is  no  fecret  to  the  public,  how  gracioufly  his 
majehy  was  pleafed,  upon  the  hi  ft  application,  to 
grant  a  reprieve  to  George  Clippingdale,  then  a 
convktt  in  Newgate,  in  order  to  have  the  efficacy 
ofthefe  medicines  tried  on  him,  by  cutting  off  one 
of  his  legs,  which  the  unhappy  delinquent  peti¬ 
tioned  to  have  done,  and  chearfully  accepted  of  a 
refpite  for  that  purpofe.  But  his  majefty  very  na¬ 
turally  referring  it  to  the  confideration  of  his  fer- 
jeant  furgeons,  thofe  gentlemen,  for  reafons  only 
known  to  themfeives,  thought  fit  to  turn  it  out  of 
its  proper  channel,  by  fhifting  it  over  to  the  iur- 
geons  of  the  hoffpitals,  to  be  firft  tried  by  them, 
(which  the  ferjeants  well  knew,  if  I  am  not  mis¬ 
informed,  was  more  than  they  could  anfwer  by 
the  laws  of  this  country)  and  thereby  effe&ually 
fmftrated  the  king’s  moft  gracious  intentions, 
both  to  the  public  and  myfejf,  his  majefty  having 
declared  that  he  would  liberally  reward  me  if  it 
fucceeded.  However, 

In  obedience  to  the  ferjeants  inftruftions  in  their 
fecond  report,  I  applied  to  the  following  hofpitais  •, 
•viz.  St.  Thomas’s,  Guy’s,  St.  Bartholomew’s,  and 
St.  George’s,  from  each  of  which,  I  met  with  the 
reception  I  expelled  5  viz .  a  pofitive  denial;  ex¬ 
cept  from  Mr.  Gataker,  one  of  the  furgeons  of 
the  laft  mentioned  hofpical,  who  indeed  was  can¬ 
did  enough  to  promife  me  a  fair  trial  of  it,  provi¬ 
ded  I  would  leave  the  medicines  with  him  5  which 
I  fhould  readily  have  complied  with,  had  it  not 
been  for.  the  unfair  ufage  1  received  at  Sr.  Tho¬ 
mas’s,  where  (if  report  fays  true)  they  analized 
them  in  order  to  become  matters  of  my  fecret. 
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The  objections  ftarted  by  the  ferjeants  in  their  fir  ft 
report,  of  the  infufficiency  of  the  experiments 
hitherto  made  to  warrant  a  trial  of  it  upon  he 
eonviCt,  muft  (as  every  perfon  will  rta  : 
ceive)  operate  much  ftronger  with  the  ho/pital 
furgeons ;  If  any  rifk  muft  be  run  in  the  ex- 
-  periment,  it  can  admit  of  no  difpute  whether  it 
ought  to  be  with  a  forfeited  life,  favtd  lolely 
on  that  condition,  or  with  the  life  of  an  innocent 
perfon,  with  which  no  man  nor  authority  has  a 
right  to  fport.  The  ferjeants  alone  can  account 
for  their  deciding  fo  contrary  to  the  judgments, 
not  only  of  the  furgeons  of  the  feveral  hofpitals, 
but  of  all  the  impartial  part  of  mankind. 

Thus  defeated  in  my  expectations,  I  have  no 


refource  left,  but  the  candour  of  the  public,  defire-* 
ing  no  farther  encouragement  than  the  medicines, 
upon  fair  trials,  are  found  to  deferve. 


Experiments  made  on  Brutes ,  and  Cures 
performed  by  thefe  Medicines. 


AN  incifion  made  of  an  inch  and  half  in 
length,  and  the  artery  of  the  fore  leg  of  a 
large  dog  opened  at  the  fame  time,  the  hemorr¬ 
hage  inftantly  ftop’d  without  the  needle,  lint  or 
bandage,  and  the  wound  cured  in  fix  days. 

An  amputation  of  the  hinder  leg  of  the  fame 
dog  began  forty  minutes  paft  feven,  and  the 
hemorrhage  ftopM  without  the  aftiftance  of  either 
needle,  lint,  or  bandage,  and  the  beaft  in  a  found 
deep  ten  minutes  before  eight ;  he  fiept  well  all 
night,  and  ranabout  the  houfe  the  next  day.  The 
cure  was  performed  within  three  weeks. 
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An  incilion  made  on  the  hinder  thigh  of  an  af% 
live  inches  in  length,  and  about  two  in  depth,  the 
hemorrhage  hop’d  in  a  very  frnall  time.  Thk 
experiment  was  made  in.  the  prefence  of  fome 
gentlemen  belonging  to  St.  Thomas’s  Hcfpital. 

An  amputation  of  the  hinder  leg,  of  a  full  grown 
healthy  afs,  made  in  the  pre  ence  of  rear  twenty 
gentlemen  of  the  faculty,  belonging  to  Sf.Thomas’s 
and  Guy’s  Hofpitafs,  &c,  7  he  hemorrhage  hop’d 

without  the  afTihance  of  either  needle,  lint  or  ban,-, 
dage,  with  very  little  lofs  of  blood,  and  in  a  fhort 
time  he  immediately  went  to  reft,  flept  lour  hours 
and  a  half  without  the  lea  ft:  reftleftnefs,  and  in 
fine  perfpiration  the  whole  time;  when  awaked 
he  had  good  fpirits,  as  appears  by  the  following 
circomftance,  for  when  hoifted  by  the  tackle, 
which  was  fixed  into  a  fmali  joift  of  the  cieling, 
the  tackle  gave  way  and  the  beaft  fell,  on  the  fide 
the  leg  was  taken  from  ;  he  continued  upon  the 
floor,  with  a  man’s  weight  upon  his  body  ten 
minutes  at  leaft,  draggling  all  that  time  with  his 
bare  flump  rubbing  on  the  floor,  till  the  tackle 
was  fixed  in  a.  frefli  joift;  when  that  was  done  he 
was  hoifted  io  as  to  have  a  bearing  on  his  three 
legs,  not  one  drop  of  blood  appearing  all  the 
while  ;  as  foon  as  this  was  over  he  fir  luted  the 
gentlemen  with  braying,  and  immediately  had  a 
hot  mafh,  which  he  eat  very  heartily,  in  the  pre- 
fence  of  thofe  gentlemen  ;  he  flept  well  all  night, 
and  was  vifited  the  three  following  days  by  near 
a  hundred  gentlemen  of  the  faculty  ;  the  fourth  day 
a  poultice  of  bread  and  milk  was  applied  to  take 
off  the  coaguium,  and  the  flump  walked  every 
other  day  (for  the  eight  following  days)  with  a 
frnall  quantity  of  the  powder  diffolved  in  warm 
water.  •  He  foon  became  well  with  the  common 
d  re  flings.  '•  •

HAV I  N  G  been  fo  happy  as  to  difcover  a 
ftyptic,  capable  (as  I  have  the  ftrongeft 
reafons  to  believe)  of  flopping  the  mofl  violent 
bleedings,  even  of  the  larger  arteries,  without  the 
painful  affi fiance  of  the  needle  and  ligature,  I  pre* 
fume  to  introduce  it  to  your  Majefty’s  royal  notice, 
humbly  befeeching  your  gracious  prote&ion  and 
affiftance  for  the  more  effectually  eftablifhing  fo 
ufeful  a  remedy. 

My  prefumption  of  its  efficacy  is  founded  on

HAV ING  laid  before  the  king  your  report, 
dated  the  13th  inftant,  with  regard  to  the 
propofal  made  by  Mr.  Thomas  Peirce,  for  trying 
the  efficacy  of  his  new  invented  Styptick  Medi¬ 
cine,  upon  the  arteries  of  an  amputated  limb,  I  am 
to  acquaint  you,  that  his  Majefty  is  perfectly  fatif- 
fied  with  the  reafons  you  give  foj  not  making  fuch 
experiment  at  prefent  on  the  convidt  in  Newgate, 
whom  the  king  had  been  pleafed  to  reprieve  with 
that  view  \  and  his  Majefty  entirely  approving 
what  you  fuggeft  of  procuring  a  proper  quantity 
of  Mr.  Peirce’s  medicines  to  be  tried  in  the  hof- 
pitals  on  the  fmaller  arteries  of  men,  defires  you 
will  accordingly  apply  *  to  Mr.  Peirce  for  that

At  the  requefi  of  Mr.  Thomas  Peirce,  of  Billiter- 
Square,  Ferichurch- Street,  we  whofe  names  are 
hereunto  annexed,  made  a  trial  of  his  Elixir  and 
Styptick  Powder,  in  the  following  experiment, 
on  Friday  the  30th  of  December,  1763,  at  four 
o’clock  in  the  afternoon. 

E  took  a  dog  of  a  middling  fize  and  full  of 
flefli  (no  ways  prepared  for  the  operation) 
and  made  a  longitudinal  inciflon  through  the  ab» 

domenal 
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domenal  mufcles,  on  the  right-fideof  the  umbelica, 
about  four  inches  in  length,  through  which  we 
wounded  the  ilium,  by  punflnre,  fomething  more 
than  half  an  inch  in  length  ;  we  immediately  made 
futures  in  the  mufcles,  and  as  foon  as  that  was 
done,  Mr,  Peirce  diffolved  fome  of  his  Styptick 
Powder  in  water,  and  wafhed  the  wound,  which  in 
about  three  minutes  ftop’d  the  bleeding  and 
formed  a  ftrong  coagulum  or  cruft;  we  then 
ft  itched  the  fkin  together,  and  applied  fome  of  the 
powder  over  ail,  after  \yhich  we  bound  him  up.
